Any pemon 
or corporation who (hall refuse to any employe the privilege 
hereby conferred, or shall discharge or threaten to discharge 
any employe for absenting himself from his work for the pur- 
pose of said election, or shall cause any employe to suffer any 
penalty or deduction of wages because of the exercise of such 

privilege, or who shall directly or indirectly violate the pro- 
visions of this section shall he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof be fined in any sum not excelling 
Atc hundred dollars. 



N'ext Tuesday, April 1. is Municipal Election day in the City 

of St. Louia. A president and fourteen members of the Hoard of 
Aldermen are to be elected. The members will be elected from the 
fourteen even wards, but every voter, in every precinct in all of the 
wards of the city is entitled to vote for allot the candidates. The 
polls will be open in all of the 500 precincts from 6 a. m. to T p. tu. 
Every voter must have the following qualifications: 

1st. You must be registered from your present address. 

2nd. You shall have lived in the state one year, 

3rd. You shall have lived in the city sixty days. 
HOW TO VOTE OH ELECTION DAY. 

On April l,(fo to your, voting place, give your name uifd address 
to a judge, after which he will hand you four different ballots, K. 
publican, Democrat, Socliliat, and Bi-partisan, take these into th 
booth and pick the Republican ballot, fold and carefully hand back 
to the judge and aee that it is placed in : lie ballot tiox.
